- reading  for  taxpayers  who  have  feared 
that  the  national  defense  hill  might  he  an 
excuse  for  waste  and  extravagance  among 
the  armed  services.  Much  worse  than  that 
has  occurred — the  padding  of  payrolls,  theft 
and  destruction  of  property,  numerous  mis- 
demeanours of  one  kind  or  another— to  an 
extent  that  indicates  gross  laxity  on  the  part 
of  senior  and  supervisory  officials.  In  the 
words  of  the  report.  "There  has  iieen  a 
genera)  breakdown  in  the  system  of  adminis- 
tration. supervision  and  accounting"  of  the 
arm.V  works  branchy 

That  some  of  this  was  due  to  rapid  expan- 
sion because  of  the  Korea  campaign  and  a 
wartime  spending  psychology  on  the  pail  of 
some  personnel  with  no  previous  peacetime 
service  experience  does  not  minimize  the 
gravity  of  the  happenings.  The  Currie  report 
is  no  indictment  of  the  army  in  general  nr  of 
all  the  works  branch,  hut  the  army  high  com- 
mand must  nevertheless  assume  a sharp 
degree  of  responsibility  for  the  neglecl  and 
indifferent  organization  that  apparently 
were  rife.  More  serious  even  than  this  is  the 
fact  that  unsatisfactory  accounting  condi- 
tions had  been  reported  to  army  head- 


quarters by  its  own  auditors  time  and  again 
without  any  adequate  action  having  been 
taken  to  correct  them. 

Of  Petawawa  Camp,  where  the  irregular* 
ties  and  thefts  took  place,  the  Currie  report 
says  the  situation  was  so  chaotic  that  no  one 
will  ever  know  how  much  was  looted.  No 
matter  how  Mr.  St,  I-aumnt  or  General  Sini- 
onds  may  seek  to  soft-pedal  the  issue,  that 
is  a gravely  damaging  statement,  especially 
since  it  took  an  anonymous  letter  to  sot  the 
investigation  in  motion,  in  spite, of  volumin- 
ous army  regulations  and  supervisory  per- 
sonnel. 

Having  been  tallied  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons the  Currie  report  will  no  doubt  he 
debated  in  full,  as* it  most  certainly  should 
be.  and  remedial  action  taken  i o clean  up 
an  inglorious  and  unsavory  piece  of  adminis- 
tration. The  final  responsibility  falls  on  the 
defense  department,  where  weak  political 
direction  has  been  evident  ever  since  Mr. 
Claxfon  took  over  that  portfolio.  The-  rfix- 
turbine  element  of  the  Petawawa  happen- 
ings. and  one  extending  far  beyond  its  limited 
scope,  is  the  implicit  suggestion  that  laxity 
and  inefficiency  may  he  rampant  in  other 
ways  among  the  vast  complicated  structure 
that  embraces  the  national  defense  effort.

Straightening  the  Roundabout 


IN  anticipation  of  the  extra  load  of  traffic 
that  will  be  thrown  onto  Douglas  Street 
when  the  new  Patricia  Rnv  Highway  Is  com- 
pleted. Alderman  Srur rah  proposes  that  early 
next  year  the  city  should  eliminate  the 
rotary  system  of  control  at  the  Fountain 
intersection  in  favor  of  the  plan  advanced  by 
Mr.  Doble  a year  ago.  Alderman  Scurrah 
no  doubt  fat  correc  t in  stating  that  the  addi- 
tional traffic  will  make  the  roundabout  un- 
workable. and  it  is  good  to  see  preparations 
brine  made  to  meet  the  new  problem  before 
it  actually  a rise's.  It  is  to  he  hoped  the  coun- 
cil will  see  the  matter  the  same  way.  Con- 
struction work  which  will  cause  enough  dis- 
organization of  traffic  as  it  is.  would  lw*  much 
more  difficult  if  undertaken  after  the  new’ 
highway  is  opened. 

The  Doble  plan  is  protiahly  the  least  ex- 
pensive of  the  various  solutions  considered 
hy  the  city  in  recent  years  in  efforts  to  re- 
move some  of  the  complexities  of  control  at 
this  multi-street  intersection:  and  it  appears 
also  to  be  the  best.  Its  chief  advantages  are 
that  it  would  give  priority  to  traffic  on  Doug- 
las Street,  where  it  is  densest  at  ail  times 
and  will  increase  immeasurably  when  the 
ralricla  Bay  and  Island  highways  go 
through;  that  it  would  separate  the  Douglas 


and  Government  Street  streams;  that  it 
would  obviate  left-hand  crossovers,  which  do 
mere  Than  anything  else  to  tie  up  traffic; 
and  that  it  would,  hy  means  of*  automatic 
signals,  assist  movement  out  of  Hillside 
Avenue  into  the  main  stream. 

Compared  with  these  improvements  the 
disadvantages  of  the  scheme  are  small.  They 
lie  chiefly  in  the  fact  that  traffic  east  or 
'vest,  which  is  now  able  to  cross  the  main 
stream  at  the  roundabout,  would  have  to 
follow  a longer  and  more  devious  route. 
Short  of  const  meting  a costly  overpass 
w hirh  would  probably  entail  expropriation  of 
much  private  and  commercial  property, 
there  appears  to  be  no  way  of  avoiding 
these  deiours.  There  is  also  the  fact  that 
left-hand  turns  eliminated  at  the  Fountain 
would  lie  transferred  to  the  Bay  Street  in- 
tersections, where  congestion  already  is 
acute  at  rush  hours.  Provision  of  signal 
Jiohts  there  may  help  somewhat,  hut  at  any 
Intersection  where  left  turns  are  necessary 
or  are  allowed  there  is  bound  to  bo  trouble. 

More  study  might  be  given  to  this  aspect 
of  the  situation  in  the  hope  of  devising  a 
scheme  to  do  away  with  loft  turns  alto- 
gether. This,  incidentally,  applies  to  several 
other  intersections  in  the  city.

rfF  INTENTION  of  the  federal  transport 
board  to  award  the  two  transcontinental 
railways  another  0 per  cent  increase  in  their 
freight  tariffs,  as  formally  indicated  yester- 
day hy  the  chief  commissioner  will  add  a 
further  $43,000,000  to  the  cost  of  moving 
goods  in  Canada.  This  cost  Ls  for  the  most 
part  passed  along  to  the  consumer,  who  is 
already  complaining  of  inflated  prices  for 
some  of  the  essentials  of  living.  When  it  is 
recalled  that  the  railways  have  already  been 
given  leave  hy  the  board  to  apply  again  jn 
January.  1953,  for  an  Increase  which  was 
turned  down  in  interim  form  when  they  were 


in  wage  negotiation  with  their  employees.  It 
is  not  difficult  to  foresee  another  9 per  cent 
increase  on  fop  of  this  one.  So  the  spiral 
mounts. 

In  jo  far  as  shippers  nnd  the  consumers 
are  concerned  this  whole  process  has  taken 
on  the  phantasmagoria!  form  of  an  unwritten 
scene  from  Alice  in  Wonderland  One  can 
easily  imagine  the  Duchess  instructing  Alice 
in  her  arithmetic,  thus:  "Addition,  child, 
goes  by  nines.  Now  loll  me  quickly,  what 
are  9 and  9 and  9 . . . Well,  at  the  cCn- 
sumer  end.  they  are  $43,000,000  a time,  and 
that  is  a very  considerable  addition.  Where 
will  it  stop?"

Sir.-  In  the  feature  itrm  "Belated  sioty  of 
Pearl  Harbor."  there  appear  several  inaccuracies 
which  I would  like  to  point  out.  Firstly  the  writer 
states  that  the  Japanc*e  force  attacking  Pearl 
Harbor  had  to  move  slowly  because  of  its  “many 
auxiliary  cra/t.”  According  to  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Intelligence  the  force  consisted  of  four 
fa*t  carriers  and  several  fast  cruiser*  only.  So 
It  was  In  actuality  a fast  force  Secondly.  Die 
geographical  location.  If  (he  force  lighted  waa 
indeed  between  Japan  and  the  Philippine*  It  was 
not  the  force  which  attacked  Pearl  Harbor.  Thu 
force  left  Japan  In  a route  directly  east  until  they 
were  above  Hawaii,  and  then  turned  south  oh  a 
collision  course,  and  lastly,  I hardly  think  there  is 
any  chance  of  them  having  a searchlight  display 
to  herald  their  approach.  However.  I believe  that 
this  force  sighted  was  indeed  the  Japanese  fleet 
and  very  possibly  the  one  which  moved  against 
the  Dutrti  and  British  fleets  in  the  Java  .Sea  with 
temporarily  devastating  effect.

With  special 
reference  to  cauliflower,  which  because  of  its 
sponge-like  formation  and  delicate  skin  Is  es- 
penally  susceptible  lo  rxcrssive  absorption  of  any 
foreign  element  contacting  them. 

Recently  we  got  a belated  discovery  of  the  dan- 
ger by  officialdom  and  a warning  to  farmers 
against  one  particular  rhemical  which  has  caused 
death  to  human  brings  And  wtde*pread  destruc- 
tion of  wildlife. 

I have  for  15  years  been  carrying  on  a one  man 
campaign  against  the  use  of  any  chemical*  lor 
auch  purpose,  and  I herewith  challenge  the  agri- 
culture department*  of  government,  the  public 
health  authorities  and  the  medical  profession  with 
dereliction.  I challenge  them  to  show  why  It  haa 
taken  ^5  years  to  find  out  that  spraying  species 
of  tha  vegetable  kingdom  with  chemicals  u not  as 
harmless  to  vegetaUon  and  human  beings  as  they 


have  assumed.  Who  wp  responsible  for  authoriza- 
tion of  their  use  in  ihe  first  plate? 

The  potency  of  these  chemical  spraya  is  ealcu- 
lated  to  the  thousandth  part  of  a dram  to  kill  an 
aphid  for  example,  through  consumption  of  a 
minute  part  of  the  plant  it  is  lodged  on  Rut 
htimnn*  are  not  eating  those  vegetables  and  fruits 
In  minute  quantifies,  we  are  eating  them  in  hulk, 
and  have  been  encouraged  to  do  so  .

To  make 
buying  on  tick  the  normal  domestic  practice 
Is  had  Less  encouragement  Should  he  given  to  the 
piling  up  of  credit,  cash  transaction's  should  he 
welcomed  more  than  they  are  in  many  business 
establishment*.  It  is  strange  but  true  that  the 
cash  customer  often  finds  himself  receiving  far 
less  consideration  than  a credit  customer,  who 
consistently  lives  above  his  Income  and  Is  always 
In  debt.

International  Commentary  - - - 


Improved  Situation  in  Malaya 


GENERAL  Sir  Gerald  Templer  Is 
paying  another  visit  To  Britain 
to  report  on  the  steadily  Improving 
situation  in  Malaya. 

The  Templer  tactics  are  the  quick 
“look  see"  He  make*  a sudden  un- 
heralded i rip  to  a terrorist  ‘black  spot" 
to  find  out  what  is  wrong. 

Recently  he  made  two  such  trip*  to 
Paheng  and  Yortg  Pong  At  villages 
which  still  are  far  from  -afe.  Malaya's 
high  commissioner  and  Chinese  small 
shopkeepers,  farmers  and  schoolteach- 
ers sat  around  the  table  smoked  and 
laughed  and  planned  for  a safer  and 
better  future. 

Y’ong  Peng  Is  a .small,  nondescript 
village  on  the  Singapnrr-Kuala  Lumpur 
main  road,  in  Johore  State.  A fa«t 
car  ran  travel  the  length  of  Yong  Peng 
in  a matter  of  seconds 
Since  the  terror  campaign  began, 
four  years  ago.  the  village  has  been 
the  centre  of  a dangerous  area  The 
hills  around  give  ideal  cover  for  the 
terrorist,  the  main  road  afford*  oppor- 
tunities for  ambushing  and  rubber 
elates  are  near  at  hand  for  sabotage. 

Recent  figures,  incidentally,  showed 
that  rubber  tree  slashing,  one  of  the 
most  effective  forms  of  Communist 
sabotage,  virtually  had  erased  in 
Malaya  except  for  Johore  State.

Retiring  chairman  Dr.  F. 
Henry  Johnson  spoke  on  the  his- 
tory of  Kamloops  Hnd  Its  impor- 
tance in  the  British  Columbia, 
picture. 

He  said:  “In  1811.  the  Interior 
of  HC.  west  of  the  Rockies  was 
for  the  most  part  Indian  country, 
as  yet  unknown  to  the  white  man. 
Mackenzie  and  Fraser  had  made 
their  great  explorations  and 
Thompson  was  surveying  the 
Kootenay  region.  Except  for  a 
few  outposts  of  the  fur  traders 
In  the  upper  Fraser  area  our  vast 
Interior  was  a primeval  wilder 
ness." 

FROM  FORT  ASTORIA 

The  first  white  men  to  reach 
where  Kamloops  is  loday  were 
two  French-Canadians  and  their 
Scottish  leader.  David  Stuart,  in 
October  of  1811.  They  had  come 
from  Fort  Astoria. 

Dr.  Johnson  covered  the  ex 
citing  days  of  the  fur  traders 
and  the  fur  companies,  and  re 
f erred  to  the  part  John  Tod 
played  in  the  history  of  Kam- 
loops before  he  came  to  retire 
In  Victoria  in  1850. 

Kamloops  is  famous  for  Its- 
potatoes,  and  Dr.  Johnson  said: 
“In  1835.  the  III  fated  trader 
Samuel  Blark  planted  a small 
potato  patch  up  the  Schiedam 
Creek  Valley  a couple  of  miles 
from  Fort  Kamloops.
